I dined on the night of the 2st 
with Frau von Dirksen, —step- 
“mother*of the German-Ambassn~ 
dor in London and a friend of 
Hitler's. : 

The French Ambassador was ulso 
there, and In the course of dinner 
the municipal authoritles suddenly 
began nearby to demolish with 
dynamite a small hotel, the re- 
mioval of which was included in 
Hitler's scheme for the rebuilding 
of Berlin. :

Several months later, Goering 
said to me, “You were yourself 
pretty scared during the May 
crisis.”

1 explained that I had only 
meant ‘it as a joke. Whereupon 
Goering replied that he himself 
happened to be In: Berlin that 
night, and had forgotten that the 
demolition was to tnke place, 

“When,” he sald, “K heard ‘the 
first explosion, my !mmediate 
reaction was ‘those cursed Czechs 
have begun St.’" 

If Goering could have jumped 
to such a conclusion, it is not 
strange that other people should 
have had misgivings. 


Hitler swears 
vengeance — 


The story is at the sume time 
an iWuminating one in regard to 
German mentality. 

When we were fhinking only 
that Germany’ was on the point’ of 
attacking the Czcchs, the Germans 
were apprehensive lest the latter 
meant to provoke a European war 
before they themselves were ready 
for it. 

As I said before, things might 
have been expected to resume a 
normal course after. the scare of 
the May week-end. That they did 
not was: no doubt partly due to 
the attitude.of the foreign Press. 
- The publicity of the impressive 
oMcial warning given, as it even- 
tually proved, without due cause 
at Berlin, was unfortunate enough. 

The defiant. gesture of the 
Czechs In mobilising some: 170,000 
troops and then proclaiming to the 
world that it was their action 
awhich had turned Hitler. from hls 
purpose was equally regrettable, 

"But what, Hitler could. not 
stomach was. the exultation of the 
Press. The protagonists of collec- 
tive security proclaimed the vic- 
tory of their system. Every news~ 
‘paper in Europe and America 
joined In. the chorus. 

“No” hod been sald, and Hitler 
hod been forced: to yield; The 
‘democratic Powers hod brought 
pap totalltarian States to heel, etc. | 
ete.

_., It: was, above all, this jubla- 
‘ton which gave Hitler the ex-" 
*-euse for his third and worst - 
. brainstorm, of the year, and.

We had cried "Wolf" premu- 
turely, but the fact of the matter 
was that the world had already 
Jost all confidence {fn Hitler's food 
faith, ond the Jiveliness of the

_ of that complete mistrust, 

Moreover, the upshot of the, 
Press campainn was unfortunately 
twofold, : 

Not only did it serve ay un’ ex~ 
cuse for Hitler to come down on 
the side of the extremists, and to 
approve once again of solutions by 
force, but It also. fatally ‘en- 
courazed the Czechs to believe 
‘that thelr position was secure, and 
Benes in his reluctance to go far 
enough to” satisfy the Sudeten 
Germans.

My frst interview with Here von 
Ribbentrop on May 21 proved the 
occasion for a certain’ amount of 
acrimony on both sides, 

Owing to a regrettable indiscre- 
tion, one of the British newspapers 
had quoted General Keltel by name 
‘as having denled to me the reports 
of German treop movements. 

Ribbentrop, who was doubtless 
offended that I should seck {nfor- 
mation from anyone except hlm- 
relf, bedan by complaining of this, 
and said in consequence no mill- 
tary information would ever in 
future be communicated to me. 

“Y retorted that I could only in- 
‘fer from his attitude that. General 
Kaltel’s Information to. me had 
been incorrect, and that-1 would 
feel oblixed to report -to that effect 
to my Government,

I notified him of the action 
which His Majesty's Government 
were taking jn Prague with a view 
to Inducing the Czech Government 
to come to a settlement direct with 
Henlein. 

Then 1 warned His Excellency 
that France had definite obliga- 
tions to Czecho-Slovakla, and that, 
if these had to be fulfilied, His 
Majesty’s Government could not 
guarantee that they would not, be 
forced by events to become them- 
selves involved.

Ribbentrop, who had been high- 
ly excitable in the morning, had 
. become sullen in the hfternoon. 
- His attitude (doubtless on orders 
from Hitler, for whom the point 
continued to be a bitter one till 
tho end) was: that all remon- 


strancea should be addressed to - 


Prague, and not to Berlin, and. he 
declined to give to Henleln any 
advice on the lines of that which 
we were giving to the Czech Gov- 
~ermment. 

“Jf a general. war ensued, it 
would,” he said, “be a war of ag- 
yression provoked by France, and 
Germany would fight as she had 
done in 1914." He repeated this 
phrase constantly In September. 

Finally, on the Sunday, I con- 
veyed to him'through the State 
Secretary (Ribbentrop having 
left Berlin by then) a personal

drawing his attention to the risk 
. of precipitate actlon leading to a

I lennt aeross my hostess and 
remarked to Francois-Poncet that 
the war seemed to have begun.

Two other mem- 
bers of my staff were accordingly 
persunded to enrol their families 
for the exodus, and thus the coach 
was filled and ordered, . 

1 first learnt of this develop- 
ment when I returned from the 
Ministty for Foreign Affairs about 
midday, and found the French 
Ambassador’ on my doorstep, in- 
quiring whether it was truc that I 
was evacuating the whole of the 
British Colony... - : 

.The news had by this time even 
got us far os’ London, and-I re- 
celved Simultaneously an urgent 
telephone message from the For- 
eign OMece, requesting me to can- 
eel the arrangements mode. to this 
effect. : 

T find hardly put the telephone 
down when the State _Sccrotary 
rang me up from the Minlatry for 
Foreign Affairs, telling me that he 
had received a number of Embassy" 
passports for visas and begging me. 
not to be an alarmist. ot 

I told. Baron von Welzsacker 
that I had only just learnt myself 
of thls’ unfortunate coineldence, 
that one of the last persons whom 
I would allow to leave in o crisis

Several . months Jater, 
said to me, “You were yourself 
pretty scared during, the — May 
crisis.” I asked him why he-be- 
lleved this and he repeated the 
above story which had been 
seriously retailed ta him at the 
time. 

I explained that’ I had only 
meant it as a joke, Whereupon 
Gocring replied that he himself 
happened to be in Berlin tbat 
night, and had forgotten that the 
demolition was to take place. 

“When, he sald, “I heard the* 
first explosion, my !mmediate 
reaction was ‘those cursed Crechs 
have begun It’” 

If Goering could have jumped 
to such a conclusion, It Is not 
strange that other people should 
hove had misgivings. 


Hitler swears 
vengeance 


The story is at the same time 
an illuminating one in regard to 
German mentailty. 

When we were thinking only 
that Germany was on the point of 
attacking the Czechs, the Gerinans 
were apprehensive jest the latfer 
mieunt to provoke a European war 
before they themselves were rendy 
for it. - ; 

As I said before, things might. 
hove been expected to resume a 
normal course after tho scare of 
the May week-end., That they did 
not was no doubt partly duc to 
the attitude.of the foreign Press. - 

The publicity of the impressive 
oMcinl warning given, as [t even- 
tually proved, without duc cause 
at Berlin, was unfortunate cnough. 

The ‘definnt: gesture of the 
‘Czechs in mobilising some 170,000 

- troops and ‘then proclaiming to the 
world that it was their action 
which had turned Hitler from his 
purpose was equally regrettable. 

But. what Hitler could not 
stomach was the exultatlon of the 
Press, The protagonists of collec- 
tive security proclaimed the vic- 
tory of thelr system. Every news- 
‘paper in Europe and America 
joined in the chorus. : 
- “No” had been sald, and Hitter 
had been ‘forced to yield, The 
democratic - Powers had brought 

: oh totalitarian States to heel, etc, 
otc. - : as 

It. was, above .all, this jubiia- 
tion which gayo: Wither tho ex- .

“Looking back on the past, one 
-rewlies how ttle justified by 
actual facts was the so-called’ vic- 
fory of May. 21, 


The Germans had never mobil- 
ised, nor; though their own news- 
papers and the recent invasion of 
Austria were’ greatly responstble 
for the illusion, had they actually - 
any Intention at. that time of a 
“coup” for which they were not 
yel ready and witich, as they real- 
‘sed, required ‘infinitely greater 
and’ more, careful preparations’ 
than had been ‘necessary in the 
case of Austria. 


_. We had eried © “Wolf” prema- 
turely, but the fact of the matter 
was that the « world’ had already 
lost all confidence in Hitler's ood 
fuith, and the -tiveliness” of the 
fieneral anxiety was the measure 
of that complete mistrust, 

Moreover, the upshot of the 
Press campaign wits unfortunately 
twofold, 

Not only did it serve as an ex- 
cuse for Hitler to come down on 
the side of the extremists, and to 
approve once again of solutions by 
force, but it also: fatally en- 
couraged the Czechs to believe 
that their position was secure, and 
Benes in his reluctance to go far 
enough to -satisfy the Sudeten 
Germans.

-‘This $s the man who told his 
master that Great Britain only bluffs 
ond never fights, that after the con- 
quest of Poland she would cagerly 
accept his peace offer, and that 
American supplies would be 
held from the Allies. Having been 
proved mistuken on every one of 
these voints he still argued that 
France would, eave _Grent Britaln in 
the lurch (and directed his dipomity 
accordingly), that the Dominions 
would scecde from the mother coun- 
try and that the whole world would 
turn agalnst Britain, who was’ the 
oppressor of the neutrals,
